A Committee of the United States House of Representatives has decided to recom- 
mend a measure for imposing a tax of five dollars on all immigrants arriving in the 
United States.

A Suakim telegram states that rumors are current, deemed to be authentic, of 
dervishes massing at Khartoum, for an attack on . The Mahdi has given out 
that it is his intention to attack Egypt. On the other hand, it is reported that the 
Mahdist forces have been defeated by a number of troops in revolt. 


Mail advices received at Chicago from Costa Rica, give supplementary details regard- 
ing the earthquake of the 29th and 30th ult. The damage done was more serious than 
at first reported. At San Jose, the National Capitol and the Cathedral were destroyed 
and the President’s Palace and other buildings partially wrecked. The shock was very 
severe. 

Tue RACOTIAI Wanr.— Disorders, largely racial in their origin, continue to manifest 
themselves in the States of Louisiana and Mississippi, which are terrorised by bands of 
self-styled ‘‘ Regulators.” In the course of an affray near Horner, Louisiana, a negreas 
was shot dead in her house. A negro named Eldridge was decoyed from his home at 
Gordon, in the same State, and shot dead. It is said that the assailants are all negroes. 
Large numbers of colored laborers at Baton Rouge have been ordered by the secret 
societies to emigrate, and the planters, who are thereby placed at the utmost incon- 
venience, are making strenuous efforts to ermlicate the lawlessness which lies at the 
bottom of the whole aflair.—A sanguinary feud between whites and negroes has broken 
out in town of Ty Ty, Georgia. Two negroes have been killed and several 
wounded, and threats are being made to burn the town. 

Distress inv Cuina.—The mails from China bring graphic accounts of the terrible 
scenes and loss of life caused by the recent inundation of the Yellow River. Inured to 
famine and disaster as the land of the Celestial is, it has rarely had occasion to experience 
such dire misery as the overflowing of the Yellow River has brought about. When the 
balmy waters of the Nile rise and flow over the banks, a deposit is left which acts as an 
extraordinary incentive to vegetation. When the Yellow River diffuses its waters out 
of its ordinary channel, it is a sign significant of protracted future famine, for a thick 
stratum of sand remains when the waters subside, and the previously fertile ground is 
rendered perfectly barren. These floods are not habitual to the Yellow River, and a 
large number of people lost their lives by the recent unexpected overflow. At the same 
time other evils were ravaging this unhallowed territory. In the province of Shan Tung 
alone at least half a million of people had been swept away by a choleric epidemic. The 
Mandarins who supervise districts where the crops have been good have greatly aggra- 
vated the forlorn condition of the starving people. The demand for grain by the latter 
is immense ; and the Mandarins, judging that to allow any to be transported there

Some people, however, 
who are able to judge rationally when called upon to exercise their intellec- 
tual powers with regard to the generality of the sensational stories which are 
sprung upon the public, seize with avidity upon everything of that character 
which is related against the Mormons,” and many of them believe it as 
firmly as they do the word of God. | 

People know, or they certainly onght to know, that the United States 
courts have always been in successful operation in the Territory of Utah; 
and, farther, that quite a number of the Saints are now confined in the Utah 
Peniténtiary on judgments obtained against them in these same Federal 
courta, fot no higher offense than that of living with and maintaining their 
plural wives and families, who object to be separated from their husbands 
and fathers, Yet, when some rabid anti- Mormon” charges that the highest 
crimes, including murder and assassination, are rampant in Utah, and that 
the Federal authorities are successfully defied, the masses accept the state- 
ment as a veritable truth. 

Again, the annual report of the Governor of the Territory of Utah is pub- 
lished regularly to the world. This official is an appointee of the General 
Government. Since the time that Brigham Young last held the gubernatorial 
office, the position has always been filled by a non-“ Mormon,” who in almost 
every instance has been hostile to the people over whom he is placed, and 
the present Governor is no exception to the rule; yet his reports of the con- 
dition of affairs in Utah do not contain any reference to the grosser crimes 
of mankind as prevailing to an unusual extent in the Territory. Indeed, 
quite to the contrary, we find that in his last report, dated Oct. 1, 1888, the 
Governor says: “I shall not arraign the Mormon people as wanting in com- 
parison with other people in religious devotion, virtue, honesty, sobriety, 
industry, and the graces and qualities that adorn, beautify and bless life.“ 
This is the language of a Federal official who has no sympathy in common 
with the Mormons,” and he bears testimony to the world that the Mor- 
mon” people are as virtuous, etc., as other communities; but in spite of such 
facts as these, every silly story of “ escape, kidnapping, murder, and what 
not, that the devil can invent, and get some wretch to put into circulation, is 
piously supposed to be actual fact, and professed Christians accept it as if in 
duty bound. 

The attractions for sight-seers in Utah are very great, and thousands visit 
Salt Lake City and other places in Utah every year in the most perfect quiet 
and safety, and thousands will continue to do so. Now, when we think of 
some of these same tourists who probably one day swallow with childish 
gullibilty the horrible tales which they hear of “ Mormon” deviltry, and soon 
thereafter complacently set about making preparations to visit, on a pleasure 
tour, the land where such a reputed horrible community as the “ Mormons’ 
dwell, we can but think such people really have no genuine faith in the sen- 
sational, anti- Mormon” fictions doled out to them, but simply approve of 
them because it is popular; or, not having the courage to maintain their 
honest convictions, they allow themselves to be borne along on the tide of 
prejudice which always sets in against the people of God. In the sight of 
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heaven, and of honest men, such a course, however, is contemptible, and, as 
aurely as time flies, those who pursue it shall sometime nn despicable 
even in their own sight. | 


We have frequently asserted, in substance, through the columns of the 
Srak, that life, limb, and property are as safe in Utah as they are in any 
other portions of the world. There are thousands of Gentiles living undis- 
turbed in the Territory, who are scattered from one end of it to the other, 
and in all lawful undertakings they receive a generous and hearty support 
from the “ Mormons.” Sectarian schools and churches are quite numerous, 
and the promoters of these institutions are energetically laboring to extend 
their influence. They carry on their operations, not only without let or 
hindrance, but they owe the success they achieve very largely to “Mormon” 
patronage and encouragement. In this connection our readers should take 
notice of two articles published herewith, entitled respectively, “ Utah Sec- 
tarian Schools” and “ Utah Sectarian Churches.” The facts which are found 
in those articles have been compiled and published recently by an anti-“Mor- 
mon” paper established in Salt Lake City. 

Now, when we consider that numbers of Gentile school children, and pupils 
of more adult age, and their teachers ; together with quite a number of sec- 
tarian ministers, and a very respectable church membership ; not to mention 
other sectarian church-goers who are not members; and, further, that there 
are eight or ten thousand apostates, who are, with the Gentiles just alluded 
to, all living in undisturbed peace and quietude in Utah, and in the full en- 
joyment of their rights as American citizens—when we consider, also, that 
every male adult among this anti- Mormon” element is ready to rush with 
characteristic American gallantry to the rescue of anyone in distress, and 
especially when suffering from alleged Mormon” abuses and criminality— 
when we consider that peace officers and committing magistrates of Gentile 
proclivities are found in many of the towns of Utah, and certainly are always 
easily accessible—when we consider, finally, not to particularize too largely, 
that the Federal Government has two permanent, army posts established in 
Utah, and that portions of the United States regular army are at all times 
quartered there—when, we say, these things are all considered, the proposi- 
tion that an individual who claims to have been criminally abused by the 
“Mormons” has had to flee for safety to Chicago or New York, and there 
enter the lecture field to obtain redress of his alleged wrongs, or that it is 
better to appeal to the English people for sympathy, than to demand justice 
from the American courts, is almost too absurdly nonsensical and childish for 
notice. 

The intelligence of every Englishman must feel insulted at the bare invita- 
tion to take any stock whatever in such palpable frauds. When any of the 
anti- Mormon” ranters approach an intelligent man with one of their blood- 
curdling recitals, they should be informed that Englishmen have nothing to 
do with righting American domestic wrongs, and that a little proof before the 
proper courts will avail more than years of anti-“ Mormon” accusation outside 
the proper judiciary. Intelligent people should also remember that as the 
“ Mormon” community are the accused party, it does not devolve upon them 
to make clear their innocence ; but that it is obligatory upon their accusers 
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to prove true the allegation charged. This we defy the world to do success- 
fally, simply because the charges are untrue. 

This cry of “Mormon” deviltry has agitated the world for more than half 
a century now, and if a good case cannot be made out in that length of time, 
it cannot be made out at all. For about fifty years past thousands of “ Mor- 
mons” have been living in England; yet what Latter-day Saint has ever 
been brought before the courts of this country for a misdemeanor even, not 
to mention the grosser crimes of mankind? How much has it ever cost this 
Government to keep the Mormons” of England in proper subjection to the 
laws of this country, or to punish them for crime? Are English policemen 
needed to repress“ Mormon” deviltry? No. We have to appeal to them 
for protection against wrong and outrage. Are English magistrates needed 
to mete out against “Mormons” the penalties of the criminal laws? They 
would soon have an office without an occupation if their business should be 
confined to Mormon” crimes and criminals) What Mormon” is now con- 
fined in an English prison? What Mormon” is now plotting against the 
peace of this country, or of a single individual in it? It is anti-“ Mormons” 
who have to be bound over to keep the peace. It is convenient and safe for 
irresponsible defamers of the “ Mormon” people to allege a damnable state of 
society in far-off Utah, because the people of this country cannot appeal 
directly to the records of the American courts. But no respectable person 
presumes to allege great criminality against the “Mormons” here; for an 
appeal to the court records will afford incontrovertible proof of the falsity of 
such accusations. 

So long, however, as the anti- Mormon” agitation can be made the source 
of yielding revenue to unscrupulous, wicked, lying defamers, we suppose it 
will continue.
